"The real danger of this type of 
I driver is not clearly realized until 
we consider that

person was 
killed for every five unlicensed op-

ratio for all types of accidents was 
! one death for every thirty-tw o op- 
j erators. 
"The unavoidable conclusion is 
I that, if all operators drove as roek- 
J lessly and as dangerously as those 
without licenses, Pennsylvania’s toll 
of highway accident deaths would 
have been 14.900 instead of 1926 last 
I year.
